one at the University of Iowa I~ 


have been convinced that for Montana 
libraries these workshops were a 
must. It was the small regional 
gathering thatI had in mind because 
our state covers so great an areas 
There would be many held at 
intervals and in many sections of 
the state. Numberwise each would 
be small so that individuals would 
have a voice as the work moved 
along. But the mechanics of such a 
project were way beyond our state 
set up that time, So I dreamed on, 
Some years passed by, and then 
during this term as president I 
have attended two workshops of my 
dream.

I wrote about it in Montana 
Libraries. On February 8th the 
real one was held, I say real 
because the new quarters of the 
Extension Commission have so many 
‘fine possibilities for a workshop. 


By nine-thirty that Saturday morning 
the staff had the building ready 
for company, Members of the North- 
west Montana and Five Valleys 
‘Federations of Libraries. Cars 
‘began to. slide into the parking 
‘space. Librarians, board members 
‘and trustees stamped the snow from 
‘their feet and joined the lively 
-how-de-do session with cups of 
steaming coffee and a variety of 
doughnuts. 


Mrs. Robert Herrig presided; the 
‘assembly wrote questions madly as 
they listenedtoMr. Richard Darling 
briefly sketch the essentials of a 
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book weeding policy; andthe meeting 
was off to a good start. Group 
participation was a joy to hear as 


they discussed the questions 
submitted, 
Before lunch Miss Heathcote, 


Librarian at Montana State College, 
and Miss Campbell, Librarian at 
Montana State University, joined 
us. hir. H. Eugene Miles, Chairman 
of the State Citizen's Committee 
for the National Library: Week and 
Dr. John Barnett, State Chairman of 
Operations Library of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce described their 
part in the National Library Week 
Campaign. Mrse Ruth Longworth 
reported on the ALA Mid-winter 
meeting in Chicago. 


At noon the spacious Commission 
Headquarters became a lunch room 
and the workshop continued while we 
enjoyed delicious food. There is 
much to be said about keeping a one 
day workshop together for the entire 
time. 


After lunch we assembled in a 
darkened space of the stack area 
where 2 films were show. Mr. 
Darling used one of the film strips 
produced by the Weston Woods Studios 
and read the text as the pictures 
were flashed on the screen. The 
second film was a fine story of 
what a good library has to offer to 
all members of the family. 


Then back we went to the main 
assembly room to discuss some more 
of those questions. The splendid 
give and take, the helping one 
another is one of the values of a 
workshop. Out of this came the 
decision to loan books on certain 
subjects to other libraries in the 
region and in return use their 
collection on the same subject. 
The plea for more stories about 
basketball sprouted this plan but 
it could apply to many fields. 
Policies on fines, lost books, 


.methods of interesting adult readers, 
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publicity ideas, and financial 
problems were the subjects of some 
of the questions. 


We need many workshops; we need 
them throughout the state. It was 
good to share these discussions 
with board members, trustees, and 
friends. Altogether they numbered 
between 40 and 50. I offer Gene 
Miles comment as my closing remark. 
He said, as he faced the group, "I 
thought women were concerned with 
libraries, but look at all these 
men."

ADULT EDUCATION 


The field of adult education is 
beginning to call forth some atten- 
tion in various parts of the State. 
Of course, most work done by public 
libraries is actually adult edu- 
cation, and at this time very few 
librarians in Montana have the time 
or the help to go beyond the 
conventional library services. But 
the demand for adult education may 
increase, and it is something to be 
kept in the back of the mind for 
some rosy future. 


In this connection, Bleanor Phinney, 
Executive Secretary of the Adult 
Services Division of the ALA has 
called attention to the increasing 
number of articles on adult edu- 
cation that are appearing in 
popular magazine. Would you like 
the Quarterly to carry more material 
on adult education? 


HHHHKK HHH HK HKEKHHEE 
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The question of printing VB e 
mimeographing has come up from time 
to time, and I think we would all 
do well to consider the matter with 
care, Montana Libraries has to be 
printed because it is issued by a 
State Commission; this gives it the 
advantage of being able to use cuts 
and different sizes of type. Ruth 
Longworth has certainly been doing 
a fine job with it this year, and 
it has gained much in attractiveness, 





The Idaho Librarian started out as 
@ mimeographed publication, but 
about a year and a half ago, it 
Switched to printing. The only 
noticeable change has been that 
they can't use as much material as 
formerly. Cuts have been used very 
sparingly, for they are expensive, 
and the typography is not at all 
outstanding. In order to afford 





the luxury of printing, the ISLA 


has had to raise dues, 


The Oregon Library News, at least 
up until last summer, was mimeor 
graphed and was a straightforward 
sheet of news and announcements, 
with no attempt to dress it up. 





The Alberta Library Associatien 
Bulletin is also memeographed and 
its interest is enhanced by the use 
of line drawings and similar devices. 





Washington is served by the 
Washington Library News, which is 
issued in printed form by the State 
Library and is similar in format to 
our Montana Libraries. 








British Columbia has really taken 
the plunge. For many years, the 
BCLA issued the B.C.L.A. Bulletin, 
a coverless, printed, unpretentious 











publication. With the April issue 
of 1957 it blossomed out with fine 
paper, outstanding typography, 
woodcuts and otherart reproductions, 
It was printed on the press of 
Robert R. Reid, of Vancouver, 
obviously a fine craftsman. Some~ 
where along the line, the publication 
changed its name and it is now the 
British Columbia Library Quarterly, 
still printed by Mr. Reid. Next 
time I am talking to British 
Columbians I shall try to find out 
how the transformation came about, 


The PNLA Quarterly has gained 
a nation-wide reputation, not 
enly for its contents, but also 
for its format and typography. The 
PNLA Board is trying to cut dow 
the cost of the Quarterly, but it 
is highly uncertain how successful 
this will be. A basic figure is 
quoted, and then "footnotes, cuts 
and pages of lists set in eight 
point type extra." Of course the 
phrase in quotation marks is the 
crux of the whole matter. These 
are the things that improve the 
appearance of a publication, and 
these are equally the things that 
cost the money. 





If librarians are going to have 
printed publications, they should 
be well dones; not necessarily 
luxury items like the British 
Columbia Library Quarterly, but at 
least equal to Montana Libraries. 
Otherwise, we are much better off 
with a clean looking mimeographed 
periodical, whichis far less costly 
in both time and money.

SIMPLE statement of belief, employing 
basic English. Articles of faith. 
A credo, Not a learned lecture, or 
a dissertation; not the abstract of 
a research project, or the summary 
of a questionnaire, 


I do not have much respect for 
research as it is being practiced 
in librarianship, or for the Ph.D. 
programme in American library 
schools. At least notas preparation 
for library administration, as it 
is usually regarded. Taking a 
research degree no more fits one to 
be a librarian than it does to be a 
teacher, What librarianship needs 
is to recruit and to fit young men 
and women for basic librarianship— 
librarians who willdo well, because 
they believe in what they are doing. 
Believers and doers are what we 
need——-faithful librarians who are 
humble in the presence of books. 
To enter a library is to enter the 
heart of the whirlwind. To be in a 
library is one of the purest of all 
experiences. This awareness of a 
library's unique, even sacred 
nature is what should be instilled 
in our neophytes. The absence of 
this basic motivation to teach 
librarianship in moral, even reli- 
gious terms, as a calling and a 
dedicated way of life, is what I 
most deplore in today's library 
education. 


This preamble is meant to put me on 
record, to lay a foundation. I

I should like to rise and go

Among sandy gardens set, 

And the rich goods from near and far

I did go to Hgypt, in my nineteenth 


year, aS musician on a round-the- - 


world liner, and to other exotic 
countries, to the simple rhythms of 
this single travel poem by an 
equally foot-loose Scot. And this 
is a good way to live, I say, with 
life and literature wedded in equal 
partnership. 


My thesis is that books will always 
be read by people, as long as there 
are books and people, and in spite 
of librarians. I am not worried 
about people and reading, forl 
have observed people reading books 
under all kinds of circumstances, 
all over the world, and without 
help from librarians. In The 
anatomy of bibliomania there is a 





chapter on Readers and their 
Reading Places, which tells of a 
learned German in Athens who was 
supposed to have a Homer printed on 
India-rubber, to read during his 
bath. 
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The presence of paper-—back books in 
all countries, and in my country in 
such unlikely places as drugstores 
and supermarkets, has been a great 
boon for readers. TV. has not 
lessened reading, any more than 
movies or the automobile did. The 
desire to read is nearly as deep as 
the desire for food and love. 


It is almost as much pleasure to 
observe its gratification as it is 
to read. On that round-the-world 
voyage, we musicians bunked below 
with the engineers. The refriger- 
ation engineer was a Nordic who 
spoke sub-basic English. He was 
trying to learn more by reading. 
His unlikely text was Jean Christophe 
in English translation. He spent 
his off-shift time in his bunk, 
puzzling through Romain Rolland's 
masterpiece, calling on me to help 
him through the labyrinthine 
passages, to the music of the 
engineroom and the master—smell of 
hot oily machinery. A few years 
later when I was a student at the 
University of Dijon, Iused to visit 
the nearby hill-village of Vezelay, 
from whose Romanesque basilica St, 
Bernard preached the third crusade. 
One day while toiling up the narrow 
street to the church, I saw an 
elderly man reading in a garden. 
seated under a flowering chest-— 
nut tree—Yeats's "great—-rooted 
blossomer". He was pointed out to 
me aS Romain Rolland. I longed to 
speak to him, yet I did not. The 
emotior Ifelt merely in seeing him, 
and recalling my associations with 
his Jean Christophe, was all the 
purer for not involving his 
personality. 








Another time, years later in Los 
Angeles, I remember taking our sons 
to a neighbourhood carnival when 
they were little, and giving them 
rides on the merry-go-round, The 
ticket-seller was a fat woman of no 
visible beauty. She was reading a 
book, as she sold tickets. .I 
manoeuvred into position, from where 
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I could see what she was reading. 
It was Colette's delicate love 
story called Cheri. 


Now our sons are grown and married, 
and we live in the country, on the 
ocean's edge, thirty miles from 
campus. Last summer, a city family 
rented the house next to us, and 
their four daughters, ranging from 
seventeen to nine, spent the days 
on the sandy beach, sunning and 
bathing, playing and reading. Yes, 
reading, all four of them lying 
there on their stomachs, reading 
the Odyssey, Ivanhoe, Huckleberry 
Finn, and Punda, the Tiger Horse 
(a zebra, of course). I made the 
mistake of asking the girls where 
they had obtained these books, for 
their swift answer was scornful of 
my ignorance. 








"From the Bookmobile, of course:" 
meaning the iialibu Bookmobile of 
the Los Angeles County Public 
Library, serving a territory of 
3,300 square miles, which came once 
a week with Homer, Scott, and Mark 
Twain, even down to-the sands of 
the sea, bringing "tales which 
holdeth children from play and old 
men from the chimney corner." 


One of the joys of my middle-age 
has been in reading the book called 
Islandia, a vast utopian novel 
written secretly by an American 
professor of admiralty law, and 
published posthumously in 1942. 2 
have talked much about this master- 
piece by Austin T. Wright, even 
published an essay about it, trying 
to get it back in print; and every- 
where I have talked, in many parts 
of the U.S.A. and to all kinds of 
audiences, there was always at 
least one person present who had 
read the book and was thereby a 
fellow Islandian, and who came 
forward afterward to speak the 
language of the faraway country. 
One young man said he had found the 
volume on the bookshelf of his 
aunt, during a boyhood visit to her 





ranch in the White Mountains of 
Arizona, and that he subsequently 
read it four times before he left 
his teens. Another time a woman 
told me that she had learned about 
it in an excited letter from her 
son, who was serving on a submarine 
in the Pacific during “orld War II, 
where he had found the book in the 
ship's library. Soon after his 
letter came, she was informed by 
the Secretary of the Navy that her 
son had been lost, when the submarine 
and all aboard had presumably been 
sunk by enemy action. Now, she 
said, she reads Islandia once a 
year in memory of her boy. 


In northern New Mexico, where I 
have vacationed each summer for the 
past five years, I always see near 
Taos a watermelon truck parked 
alongside an irrigation ditch the 
Spaniards call an acequia. One 
summer as I passed there, I ob- 
served the hiexican boy who sold the 
melons, lying on his stomach in the 
grass, reading a book. I did not 
have the wit to stop and see what 
he was reading. The next year as I 
went by, he was selling a melon. 
And this last summer I _ saw him 
washing outhis shirtin the acequia. 
I hope when I go there next year, 
he will againbe reading, and if so, 
I shall certainly stop and check 
his title. 


This simple act of reading, the way 
of man with a book, is universal, 
transcending time and space, so 
that sight of the Taos boy reading 
in the roadside grass made me think 
of another reader, old George 
Saintsbury, portrayed by Helen 
Waddell “in the Augustan twilight 
of the houseof his last inhabiting, 
a solitary indomitable figure with 
straggling gray hair and black 
skullcap, gaunt as Merlin and 
islanded in a fast encroaching sea 
of  books...reading, reading, 


reading, through the small hours in 
familiar chair, with two tall 
candlesticks behind it. And their 




















light falls not on his face, but on 
the open book." 


Books will be read? Of course they 
will, foreverand always, regardless 
of how remote from books we li- 
brarians become, as a result of bad 
leadership in recent years, which 
has led us after th. false gods: of 
housekeeping, into the desert of 
jargon. Talking about techniques 


has become for many a _ substitute — 


for reading. Too busy to read, 
they say. Fatal admission, I say, 
made by those who thereby disqualify 
themselves as librarians. There is 
no substitute for reading. Certainly 
not talking about books, or 
listening to talkers. 


I used to be in demand as a speaker 
at the dedication of library 
buildings, until I said that the 
building is the least important 
factor in a library situation, 
occupying last place after books 
and staff. 


Books are, of course, the most 
important, for a roomful of books, 


without any attendant, to which. 


knowing readers have access, is 4 
library. But when there is more 
than a roomful, when there are 
stacks of books in the complex 
arrangement of a great public or 
research library, then the people 
im charge, those with the keys, are 
gods indesd. Andif the prospective 
reader is unknowing and in need of 
help and the librarians are unread- 
ing, unwilling, gadgety, and 
ambitious only for self-advancement 
through the frinzes of benefit to 
the throne of administration, then 
pity the poor reader-—-he is better 
off in drugstore and supermarket. 


What I am saying is that the two 
chief attributes ofa good librarian 
are that he be a reader of books, 
and a servant of those in need of 
help. These two things are born in 
people, and can be encouraged and 
stimulated, educated and disciplined, 
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Given these two motivations in a 
young person, all the rest of the 
housekeeping operations can be 
taught, in schools and on the job. 
Give me young library school 
graduates who come to their first 
jobs long on enthusiasm and belief 
and short on housekeeping techniques, 
They can be quickly taught the 
latter in the course of their work, 
for enthusiasm makes learning swift 
and easy. Butif they are graduated 
as cynical and unbelieving 
technicians, ambitious for a quick 
climb .to the top of the ladder, 
nothing can be done to reform them. 


The trouble is, the schools are 
admitting students «*ithout these 
two basic attributes of eagerness 
to read and desire to serve readers. 
I do not like some of the question- 
naires they send out to persons 
whom the candidate has given as 
references. They are often long 
forms, with a list of qualities to 
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check in places marked superior, 
avove average, good, fair, etc. 





My idea of a form is simpler. I 
would ask only three questions: 
Does the candidate read books? 
Does he like to serve people? Has 
he the ability to study and to 
‘learn? 


Such a student can be imbued with 
belief in the opportunities and the 
challenges of librarianship as a 
dedicated way of life, only if his 
teachers are believerse- From the 
present literature of library 
aducation one gets the impression 
that the teachers are more concerned 
with the degres structure, techni- 
calities ox credits and curricula 
and with such questions as_ to 
whether or not a library school 
“san ¢hould also hold the position

by those who have no real interest 
in books is reflected also in the 


_ present pattern of American library 


associations, organizations and 
conferences, which have become 
deserts of bureaucratic shop-talk, 
of housekeeping business, and of 
the proliferation of committees, to 
such a degree as to take the heart 
out of librarians who, if they 
persist in attending national 
conferences, wander about in search 
of bookish spokesmen and leaders. 


By their language shall ye know 
them. Listen to this recent state- 
ment of a committee of American 
library educators, in determining 
its responsibilities: 


1. Continuous study and review of 
changing needs for library 
education, deve lopment of 
educational programmes , and 
continuing education of library 
personnel, 


Conduct of activities and 
projects within its areas of 
responsibility. 


Synthesis of the consideration 
by library educators and 
practising librarians of educa- 
tion for librarianship. 


Representation and interpre- 
tation of library education in 
contact with other educational 
groups. 


Stimulation of the development 
of librarians engaged in its 
type of activity, and stimulation 
of participation by members in 
appropriate type-of-library 
divisions. 


Planning and development of 

| programmes of study and research 
which will improve and extend 
library education for the total 
profession. 


This is English--committee English, 





written by a team, polysyllabic, 
desiccated, lifeless. My impression 
is that the educationists and the 
social scientists have done this to 
us--deadened not only the language 
of librarianship, but library work 
itself by their unfeeling for life. 


Wnen Patricia Paylo.e, President of 
the South~ivesterm Library Associa- 
tion, Lopwesenting 
Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, and Arizona, published in 
the Wilson Library Bulletin her 
presidential address called "The 
heart of the matter", in which she 
deplored the absence of bookish and 
humane programmes of instruction in 
many American library schools, the 
response from readers filled 
columms of subsequent issues of 
that good periodical. From all 
parts of the land, from all kinds 
of librarians in varied libraries, 
came a rising Amen, indicating to 
me that American librarianship, as 
represented by many of its admin- 
istrators and library educators, is 
out of touch with the deepest needs 
of the rank and file. 





If this trena toward bureauc— 
ratizetion and mechanization con=- 
tinues, I predict a revolution, not 
by librarians, but by readers—— 
townspeople, students, and teachers 
those who use the library in their 
need for knowledgz and delight, who 
think of the library as a temple, 
and who sicien of social scientists 
and pexsonnel psychologists, of 
documentalists and gadgeteers, in 
places of power. These good people, 
who expect libraries to be manned 
by libzsaria:ns, will, one fine day, 
drive the vretenders into the 
streets, saying "If you choose to 
worship false gods, doit elsewhere, 
not in the libraries," They will 
take it upon themselves to operate 
the libraries in the way they were 
operated in the good old days, with 
Simple belief, faith, and joy, 
and witn these words over the 
doorway : 


Louisiana, - 


=biie 


"Have as few rules as possible, and 
break them all whenever necessary." 


The handwriting is there. More and 
more non-librarians are being 
appointed to high posts by execu- 
tives who do not like what they see 
passing for librarians. There is 
also a trend toward taking top 
library administrators out of their 
posts and makinz them some other 
kind of administrator--which seems 
to me an admission that the person 
had been in the wrong work all his 
life. I will not admit any calling, 
other than the ministry and 
medicine, higher than that of 
librarianship, when practised at 
its best. 


There is abelief that the principles 
of management, whether applied to 
librarianship, banking, or under- 
taking, can be taught without 
reference to what the principles 
are to be applied to. Library 
management without books is_ the 
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omelette sans eggs, Hamlet sans 
prince. Take books out of library 
education, and what's left isa 
puppet show called human 
engineering. 


Books will be read, yes, and also 
life will be lived--and life comes 
‘first--life in which books are as 
basic as food and air. 


I can speak at first-hand about 
American libraries, all kinds, in 
all parts of the United States, for 
I am a tireless traveller and 
library visitor. Wherever I am, I 
make for the nearest library to see 
how it goes with them, and also to 
get my hands on books. Iam a 
believer in the tactile, as well as 
the visual joys of librarianship. 
-I like the feel of books, as well 
as the feelings they engender. The 
motives of a New -nglander and of a 
South-Westerner, in entering the 
public libraries of Boston and il 
Paso, are identical. He wants to 
‘know and to learn, to confirm or 
deny, test or prove, to merge with 
or escape from life;-and whatever 
his motive or his need, it will be 
recognized and satisfied, in no 
matter what library he enters, in 
what city, state, or country, if 
books are still basic in that 
library. For the book is the 
common key to the mind and heart, 
no matter the language in which it 
is printed, and readers and librar- 
ians are a universal brotherhood. 


imphasis on new buildings in the 
post-Carnegie era has resulted in 
better reader environment. If one 
is driven by a passion for knowl- 
edge, as scholars and a few lay 
people are, one will endure much 
discomfort, provided he has_ the 
book he wants in hand. Uncomfortable 
chairs, poor light, and lack of 
heat or ventilation, are as nothing 
when one is enthralled by a book. 
Yet I do not recommend this kind of 
monastic discipline for even the 
hardiest, and we know that the 









general public is not attracted by 
such conditions. When a new 
building is opened, with comfortable 
chairs and tables, diffused light, 
soft colours, and books and period- 
icals on open shelves, library use 
soars. And when the librarians are 
bookish, friendly people, then 
there is heaven-on-earth. 


I believe in good housekeeping, in 
work simplification, and in the use 
of modern devices to relieve 
drudgery. But I am not in favour 
of wrapping each book in cellophane 
or of issuing gloves to the staff. 
Not aday should pass but that every 
librarian, in every library on 
earth, regardless of how high he is 
in the administrative hierarchy, 
should handle books. Remember the 
myth of Hercules and Antaeus? In 
library work likewise, when a 
librarian loses physical contact 
with books, his strength goes. He 
becomes indistinguishable from 
administrators anywhere--of stores, 
hospitals, banks, cemeteries. And 
he becomes a foreigner to those 
librarians--still in a majority, 
thank God--who live, touch, and 
breathe books, eagerly, lovingly, 
usefully, rewardingly. And who 
read books that they may know more, 
to be able better to serve people, 
or who read books for simple delight, 
in order that the world, at once 
cruel and kind, be made more 
bearable, more adorable. 


Meanwhile as Aldous Huxley wrote, 
"Time flows like an unstaunched 
wound", and who among us has read 
more than a fraction of the books? 
Draw your own moral, my colleagues, 
and let us go about our business, 
our craft, our fine art of librar- 
ianship. Books will be read, in 
spite of unreading librarians. 
Give us more literate librarians in 
fine libraries, and the reading of 
books will be measureless, There 
is hope in this prospect, and joy.

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The Committee on Ccastitution and By-Laws proposes the following amendments 
to meet what are feltto be current and long-standing needs of the Association, 
These amendments will be presented to the membership at the annual meeting in 
May, 1958, at Billings. Printing of these proposed changes in the MONTANA 
LIBRARY QUARTERLY shall be recognized as constituting notice to members as 
required by Article VII of the Constitution. 


PROPOSAL NO. 1. (To make office of Treasurer a two-year term) 
That the present article IV, Sec. 2 of the Constitution which reads: 


Term of Office. The term of office shall be one year or until 
new officers are elected 


be amended to reads: 


Term of Office. The term of office shall be one year, with the 
exception that the office of Treasurer shall be for a two-year 
term, or until new officers are elected. 


PROPOSAL NO. 2. (To make Legislative and Montana Authors Committees 
Standing Committees) 


That Article V, Sec. 1, of the By-Laws, which concerns Standing 
Committees and which now includes the Publicity Committee and the 
membership Committee, be amended to include also the Legislative 
Committee and the liontana Authors Committee. The purposes of these 
committees are defined as follows: 


Legislative Committee. The Committee shall consider all 
legislation pertaining to libraries in Montana and make 
recommendations to the Association. The Committee shall also 
make arranzements for the Association to be represented during 
legislative sessions at which library legislation of interest 
to the Association is being considered. 


Montana Authors Committee. This Committee shall work clesely 
with the PNLA Committee on Collection of Biographical Data on 
Northwest Authors and initiate and/or cooperate in any other 
studies concerned with Montana authors. 


PROPOSAL NO. 3. (To provide for the organization of divisions.) 


That anew Article VI, entitled "Divisions" be added to the By-Laws, 





and that the present Article VI, entitled "Parliamentary authority" 
be renumbered Article VII, and thatthe present Article VII, entitled 
"Amendment" be renumbered article VIII. 


The new article VI would then read: 


ARTICLE VI 
DIVISIONS 


Sec. 1. Formation of Divisions. Upon recommendation of the 
Executive Board, a new division may be formed by not less 
than ten members by a majority vote of the Association 
present and votinzat any annual conference; provided that, 
at least six months prior tothe annual conference, the ten 
or more members submit a petition for the formation of the 
divisionto the sxecutive Board and signify their intention 
to become charter members; and provided also that those 
members submitting the petition be actively engaged in the 
work that will be the special field of interest of the 
division. 


Officers. The officers of the division shall be achairman, 
a vice chairman who is chairman-elect, and a secretary- 
treasurer. 


Sec. 3. Executive Board. The officers of the division shall 
constitute the Sxecutive Board of the division. 


Sec. 4. Meetings, Annual meetings shall be held, concurrently with 
those of the Association. 


PROPOSAL NO. 4. (To relieve Treasurer of the chairmanship of the 
Membership Committee) 


That the last sentence of article IV, Sec. 3d of the Constitution, 
which reads, "In addition, the treasurer shall serve as chairman of 
the hiembership Committee as hereinafter provided," be deleted. 


PROPOSAL NO. 5. (To relieve Treasurer of chairmanship of the Liembership 
Committee ) 


That Article V, Sec. la, of the By-Laws be re-written as follows:

consultant service, directed by 
Gretchen Knief Schenk, preceded the 
conference on January 24 -— 26. This 
was the first institute of its 
kind, sponsored jointly by the 
A.L.A.'s Public Library Division's 
Coordinating Committee for the 
Library Services and the A.L.A.'s 
Library Administration Division's 
Section on Personnel Administration. 
Attendance of 116 included repre- 
sentatives from forty-two states, 
the District of Columbia, Alaska, 
Canada, India and the Union of 
South Africa. 


Objectives of the Institute were to 
provide an opportunity for the new 
field consultant to analyse and 


understand his role and for the. 


experienced consultant to reassess 
his role. This was done through a 
variety of techniques, with content 
moving from the philosophy of 
consultant service to its practical 
applications. 


The Library Services Branch was 
represented on matters pertaining 
to the Act at the Lidwinter meeting 
by John G. Lorenz, Acting Director, 
Evelyn Day Mullen and Wilfred 
L. Morin, Library Extension 
Specialists. hir. Lorenz addressed 
the meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation of Library Trustees on 
January 28 and the general meeting 
of the membership on January 29th. 


The joint workshop of the State 
Library Division and the Library 
Services Branch, which was held on 
January 27th, had on its agenda the 
presentation and discussion of 


State Plans and programs of four of 
the states. An evening session was 
concerned with other aspects of the 
Library Services Act. 


Thirty-nine states were represented 
and 125 trustees in attendance at 
the meetings of the American 
Association of Library Trustees, 
Mrs. Leo Graybill represented 
Montana at this conference.

(2) Labor saving devices requested 
from City Councils in such a 
manner they will be accepted 
for economy reasons; 


(3) Expanded building programs for 
new modern buildings and 
modernizing of  obsolescent 
buildings where new construc- 
tion is not practicable, 


The A.L.A. Council met on Wednesday, 
January 29th and Thursday, January 
30th, with Lucille MM. Morsch, 
President, presiding. Chief busi- 
ness at the Wednesday meeting was 
the reports of the Nominating 
Committee and the Constitution and 
By-laws Committee and a vote on

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the membership. Membership partic- 
ipation at liidwinter meetings was 
discussed, preliminary to further 
discussion on Thursday. Helen M. 
Focke, Chairman of the Council Com 
mittee on Membership Participation 
at A.L.A. Midwinter Meetings, 
presented the question to Council, 
I am unable at this time to report 
on the results of the discussion. 


My attendance was limited to the 
Wednesday meeting, due to commit- 
ments in Eastern Montana on Friday 
and Saturday. A report of action 
taken by Council will be presented 
at M.S.LeAe in Billings.

Participation 





Forty-five States, Alaska, Guam, 
Hawaii, and the Virgin Islands are 
now administering approved plans 
for the extension and development 
of public library service to rural 
areas, All States and Territories 
but' Delaware, Indiana, Wyoming, 
and Puerto Rico have submitted 
plans. 


Counties 


Over 300 rural counties across the 


Nation with populations totaling 


more than 7,500,000 children and 
adults are receiving new or improved 
library services under the program, 
Forty-one of these counties had no 
public library within their borders 
prior to the Act. 


State Library Agencies — responsible 
for administering the Act, have 
been able to strengthen their 
staffs by adding more than 100 
trained, experienced librarians and 
over 80 clerks and bookmobile 
operators to improve rural library 
service. 





Books = to relieve the great 
scarcity of book and other infor- 
mation materials in rural areas, a 
large proportion of the funds, over 
$6,500,000, is being used to buy 


these materials, 


Bookmobiles 





Approximately 90 bookmobiles and 
over 30 other vehicles have already 
been purchased to bring books to 
rural residents. 


Regional library systems 





To achieve the most efficient and 
effective library service to rural 
areas, most State library agencies 
are organizing or assisting in the 
development of county libraries or 
regional libraries serving two or 
more counties. State plans under 
the Library Services Act indicate 
that over 120 county regional 
library projects have been estab— 
lished or will be set up before the 
end of Fiscal Year 1958. Bookmobile 
service and projects involving 
cooperation between libraries and 
areas without libraries play an 
important part in this development 
program. 


State appropriations 





State funds for the extension and 
development of public library 
service to rural areas have increased 


38% since 1956, 
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Harriet Miller, State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, has an 
article published in the March 
issue of Western Horseman, written 
in collaboration with lHlizabeth 
Harrison, "Marcus Daly's Western 
Champions" is the title.

The most important part of library 
work is bringing books and people . 
together; everything else that we 
do works toward this end. This is 
undoubtedly a truism, but it cannot 


be said too often, To find the 
time for this main purpose, li- 
brarians should take advantage of 
every possible mechanical device 
that can help them with book 
preparation and charging, and any- 
thing else that takes up time that 
could be used to better advantage. 
Although the initial cost of such 
devices may loom large, in the long 
run they will prove cheaper than 
human labor. One of the difficul- 
ties in using mechanical equipment 
is that very little of it has been 
adapted to library needs, partly 


because the market has been rela- 


tively small, 


Now the Councilon Library Resources 
has given a grant of nearly $15,000 
to the ALAto study "the feasibility 
of a comprehensive research-testing— 
standardizing project" in materials, 
supplies, equipment and systems, 
John Ottemiller, associate librar- 
ian at Yale University is on leave 
of absence to direct the study, 
This is not a testing and standard- 
izing program, but an inquiry into 
the feasibility of one. It will 
last six months and will carry out 
the following lines of inquiry: 
(1) make an inventory of present 
activity, (2) find ways of getting 
research —testing —standardization 
done, (3) seek ways of getting 
advice and determining needs from 
within the library profession, (4) 
explore methods of financing, and 
(5) select work to be done in an 
initial program. 
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This has interest for all of us, 
and we should follow this develop- 
ment closely. 
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Let's Work With Educational Groups 


According to the ALA, attendance at 
and participation in educational 
association meetings by school 
librarians is growing rapidly. In 
liontana, public librarians may wish 
to follow the affairs of the edu- 
cational groups, anc when these 
latter meet in communities where 
there is no school librarian, try 
to arrange for the participation of 
the local public librarian. Even 
where there is a school librarian, 
the public librarian should not be 
forgotten.

41 
books make up this year's selection, 
The president of the Association 
points out that "in designating 
these as 'notable' books we are 
not saying that these are necessarily 


the '‘'best' books of the year, but 
merely that they are books éSpecially 
worthy of note'", Thirty-seven 
libraries participated in the 
selection; it was made "on the 
basis of literary merit, sincerity 
and honesty of presentation, ability 
to stimulate readers to take a 
broader and more objective view of 
themselves and their neighbors, 
locally and internationally, and to 
arouse an interest in reading where 
such interest needs stimulation."

At 
various sessions, reports will be 
given on the latest and best 
children's books; and discussions 
will be held on criteria for 
selection of the right book for the 
childat the right time. Suggestions 
also will be presented on how 
curiosity aroused by television, 
Movies, and comics may lead to 
reading. 


The workshop will consist of four- 
hour afternoon program sessions 
each day. Principal addresses will 
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be given by nationaly-known author- 
ities on books and reading. Books 
also will be on exhibit, and 
resource personnel will be available 
for consultation. Fee for the 
workshop will be $12.00.
